The final sales ot the week at the 

various houseH were very heavy. The 
Farmers & Planters, Independent-Cen- 
tral and Amazon reported sales. The 
Home reported blacked sale with about 
400,000 pounds ot the weed on the 
floor. The total sales tor the three 
houses reporting was 487,790 pounds 
at an nveraRC of $18.67. 

The MayHVllle marker is Hteadily 
growing better aH the records of the 
past week will show. The average for 
Friday was |1.01 per hundred pounds 
hlghv than that ot Monday. A better 
class ot tobacco is being oltered at all 
of the houses and the prices are going 
up accordingly. 

A croj) (if tobacco sold at the Kariii- 
crs & I'lanters House for the splendid 
average of $37.21. The tobacco was 
raised by Mr. J. W. Browning ot Ma- 
son county. This is a record as far 
as this market is concerned and pro- 
bably for the entire world. This weeli 
has rertaiiily been a record-breaker ae 
far as the .Maysvllle market Is con- 
cerned.

The chief obstacle in the path of the movement for unfiention 
of the Republican party is (lie persistent dclcrruinatioii of certain 
men, though acknowledging them.selves outside the Republican par- 
ty, to dictate the personal of the management of that party's national 
affairs. Such men, who arc so few in inimber and so cnnspicnon 
by their recent utterances that tttey need not be named, expend 
tlieir energies in attacks upon men rather than in diseuRsion of is 
sues. 

■ The recent criticism of the selection of John T. Adams as Vice- 
Chairman of the Republican Nationlil Colnmittee, is merely one illus- 
irnlioii of t;ii lies of this kind. Those who criticize his selection have 
not one wonl to olVer against the principles for which he stands, his 
record in public life, his ability as a leader in politids, or his loyally 
to the liepiihiiciin piiriy. .\lthough he has the confidence of the Ke 
publicans of his own .Stale, as shown by his selection as .National 
Committeeman by i)opnlar vote, also has the endorsement of even 
ihpse liepuldiciii lejideis ill his State with who he has nol ahviiyv 
been in harmony, and has repeatedly demonstrated his ability a.s a 
party worker, yet he is made *he object of an attack by men who 
have idisoliitely iiolliiiie; iiiiiiin.st liiiii except that thcy wish one of 
their own number to occupy the position for which he was chosen. 

The succesitful cani|)aign8 of the future must be fought for the 
suceess of jiriiieiples, not for tlie afifjramli/ement of a feW individ- 
uals. Tlie experience of 1912 and the more recent experience of 
1916 should prove to every intelligent man that contini(ous efforts 
to create friction among those who believe in Hepubliean principle?

NINE FOOr STAGE 

Project In Ohio River Is Attocked by 
CongresNman— Says That Plan is 
Expensive Experiment aud 
Doea Not Think That CoB< 
■eree Will laerMia , 
Any. ' ■ 

Washington, January 25— Tbe ex- 
periment undertaken by the Federal 
Ooverninent In attempting the canali- 
zation of the Ohio River to provide a 
nine-foot stage from Pittsburg to 
Cairo, already has cost $69,677,000. 

Nineteen locks and dams, compris- 
ing more than one-third of the total 
number planned, have not yet been 
started. 

The cost of the entire project was 
estimated at 692,642,783, which leaves 
638,265,000 yet to be expended. 

These figures were given to the 
House today when the appropriation 
of $5,000,000 for continuation of the 
Work of improving the Ohio River was 
reached in the consideration of the 
Rivers and Harbors Appropriation 
Bill. 

After attacking the Item as an "ex- 
pensive experiment," Representative 
Frcar, of Wisconsin, who is making 
practically a single-handed light 
against tbe bill, declared he would 
venture the following prediction rela- 
tive to tbe Ohio River: 

"It any of us lives long enough to 
witness the completion of this canal- 
ization experiment. 1 predict lliai we 
will not see ati increase of commerce 
jn the stream."
